Notwithstanding the dedsloa of 
the Pope to suspend pUgriaMges to 
Rome aa long as ihe aatl-cBvleal 
ware lasts, about two hundred Cana- 
dians were reeeired at the Vatican 
last week, and were personally 
greeted by Plus X., who was effusive 
in his greeting. The pilgrims were 
presented by Mgr. I'ik, a Canadian 
prelate, who made an offering to tha 
Pope of a large sum of money on be- 
half of the Canadian rattiollcn. 

S|)eakinir of money, pre>.s reports 
sav the Vatican administration has 
reasons to congratulate itself >ver 
the returns of the past few weeks. 
In connection with the pro.jected cele- 
bration of the .jubilee of Pius X., 
which is to commence officially in 
October next, large sums of money 
hare been received from the Cath- 
olics ot Argentina, Parugnay, Chili 
and other South Amarican States. In 
fact the amount is so large that the 
Vatican authorities conalder it the 
best contribution even sent from 
South .\merica for the support of 
the TToly See at one time. If it had 
not been for this Ihe Vatican admin- 
istration would have found itself in 
great difficulties to meet the huclget 
of expense of the |)resent mouth, as 
reallv there were no funds available. 

It is expected that before the end 
of the present year large amounts 
of money will be received from the 
Catholics in the United SUtes, as a 
regularly organised work of collec- 
tion In connection with the Papal 
iiibilee Is now going on In that coun- 
try. C'limmendaAore Aqnademi, who 
is the President of the committee

festivities, is doing his utmost to 
collect a purse of $200,000 for t!i?

the former Mayor was dead, but it 
was not until about 10 o'clock that 
the dread news became known tind 
then it spread ibroughoiif the ci'y 
like wildfire, being reeei\ed every- 
where with expressions of sadness 
mingled with tears. 

Mayor l!ar»h left no message what- 
ever and none of his friends had an.v 
intimation thai he thought of suicide. 
Only a few ueeUs !igo he returned 
from a trip made with his three boys 
to the Kast, and to his intimate 
friends iie then appeared in good 
uplriis. The horse episode exposed in 
the papers, but in which he was not 
guilty of any criminal act, preyed 
greatly on his mind, and to several 
friends he said that the false im- 
pression created by his opponents 
because of thai transaction was al- 
most killing him. Sensitive to a 
high degree, the reflection upon him 
and the nncalled-for strictures and 
taunts of press and politicians upon 
his official record brought on a 
despondency during his few last da.vs 
that became a monomania, and it 
was while in this condition that he 
ended his life. 

The ex-Mayor had been in ond out 
of his office Wednesday morning 
and on his final return went direct 
to his private office. Besides Mr. 
Tlarth the onlv persons in the of- 
fices of the I tiea T.inie Company 
when the deed was commiited were 
two clerks and the stenographer. The 
latter. Frank Sallaniachia, was seat- 
ed at his maehine in the private of- 
fiee when the fatal shot was fired. 
He rushed to the front office and 
notified Messrs. Arthur Livingaton 
and Arthur Mann of the shot MO 
thev immediately proceeded to »« 
lavitorv, where they fouma Mr. 
Barth with a bullet hole In his heaa 
and in the throes of death. His hesd 
was bowed forward, his chin resting 
on his chest and a thin stream of 
blood trickled from the wound over 
the right ear. The revolver had 
fallen from his hand and had caught 
and was hanging to a trousers but- 
ton. Though astounded at the signi 
that met their gaze they at once re- 
moved the dying man to the priva.e 
office and summoned medical as- 
sistance, but he was beyond human 
aid and e.tpired without regaining 
consciousness. The Coroner was 
summoned and then the r-mains 
were removed to Barrett's undertak- 
inir establishment and prepared for 
burial, being taken (o the Barth res- 
idence on West .Tefferson street 
ab..ut 10 o'clock the same night, 

William and Thomas Small, broth- 
ers-in-law of Mr. Barth. were called 
I as soon aa ooasible, and to them fell 
the painful "duty of breaking the ter- 
rible news to the three sons and 
their sister, Mrs. Licber, who Vept 
hou«e for Mr. Barth and looked after 
his three boys. Wallace Mann said 
Wednesday afternoon that perhaps 
the dead man's Isst words were of 
his boys, whom everyone knowns ho 
Idolized. Upon entering the office 
and 1u9t beiore the shot was fired 
I Mr. Barth stepped over to the te'e- 



"Mj- whole life," said he, "is cen- 
tered in m.v three lioys. I am both 
mother and father to them. 1 do not 
want them to grow up and feel that 
1 was turned out of the Mayor's of- 
fice <m account of any wrongful 
act of mine. I want them to know 
that T accomplished some good for 
the city while I was Mayor." 

.Mr. iiarth was bom a poor boy 
and when but a child began to sup- 
port his mother. By honesty and 
strict attention to business he rose 
rapidly and for a long while has 
been looked upon as a rich man. He 
was publie-sptrited and liberal and 
his dean and upright Hfe mmle him 
universally popnlar. For > \ent n 
years he had been a prominent figure 
In public life, and to him the city i^ 
largely indebted for many of its 
most 'needed and beneficial improve- 
ments. His career was an honored 
one and never a word was uttered 
against his intccrity until it was 
learned that a liorse had been 
bought for his use as .Mayor with 
funds that belonged to the city. 
Since his death men in all walks of 
life have paid high tribute to his 
worth, each deploring the attacks 
that thev believe were the real cause 
nf the dephirablc tragedy, which has 
removed from the community one of 
its most usefu; .ind energetlo citisenK, 
whose purpose in life was to leare an 
honorc.l name and advance the 
material welfare of LonisvUle. 

For the past two days an unceas- 
ing stream of friends <«lled at the 
house to take a farewell view of Mr. 
Barth. who appeared as though la 
tranquil sleep. The funeral will take 
place at S o'clock this afternoon 
from- the residence, S308 West .fe f.-i- 
aon street, and the interment will be 
in St. Louis cemetery, where his body 
will repose beside that of his wife.

conditions in our own country; 
neither Jo we lack for strong men 
to arraign them. The other evening 
Monslgnor Tihen, of Iowa, unex- 
pectedly created a sensation when 
called upon to address a Summer 
Chautauqua at Ottumwa, that State. 

"Oive me an old maid with a tabby 
eat every time in perference to a 
married woman with a pug dog," 
said Mgr. Tihen. "The selfish lives 
of many society womeu are things 
of which to be nationall.v ashamed. 
Ten thousand children die annuall.v 
of starvation in London. Ihe richest 
<'ity in till- world. London is repre- 
■.eiita:i\e of the rest of the world. 
Think of the eondiliiui of a nation 
with one-lhird of its population in 
want. Wha matters it. do you say'? 
if not l>y words, you seem to in ac- 
tions. Stirely i^ there l>e a Clod above 
He vrill punish you. If you permit 
one child to starve you will be held 
for the crime. 

'God created this world in har- 
mony," Mgr. Tihen went on. "It is 
we who have queered the plan. We 
are more prone to criticise those be- 
neath us than to help them. It is 
not charity they want. It is indeed 
a dejilorable world when one-third of 
its population is de|)endent on the 
charity of the rest of the world. You 
throw the |ioor luan m lioiie, and like 
a flog, he is e\|)eeteil to >iil)s.ile while 
he draws into a corner to devour it. 
.\fter you have cut the buttons off, 
you send a bundle of clothing to ^ 
iiome station where the poor are sup- 
plied and then with folded hands 
wonder righteously why there Is any 
more need in the world." 

Mgr. Tihen went on to teM of ihe 
conditions existing in the large cities 
among the poor, laboring classes. He 
explained why Socialism with its 
beautiful promises attracted the des- 
titute man. How when his children 
lit home were starving for bread, 
and he was unable to get work, know- 
ing that the rich not ten blocks 
away live in the utmost extravagance 
and liiMiry. that if the riches of the 
world were right ly divided Ive and his 
would lie enabled' to live in comfort, 
he was drawn and attracted by the 
promises held out to him by Social- 
ism, He held that the laboring 
claases were fast being alienated 
from the rest of the world and that 
the most dangerous situation to the 
life of a republic, formation of 
classes, was at hand. 

"If the upper four hundred want 
to be exclusive. Vet them be." the 
si>eakPr went on. "If they want to 
live in Europe, God speed them. We 
have nothing to fear from these or 
nothing to hope for. But from the 
laboring classes there is much to be 
feared, likewise to be hoped for. The 
vulgar display of wealth on every 
hand is bad for them. It fosters 
Ideas of anarchism- Socialism is the 
solace of the poor. And do you 
wonder that the picture attracts? 
Socialism la the one thing that has a 
steady, uniform, onward movement 
in the world. So beware. 

•1 hold that child-labor and 
woman-labor in our factories today 
is a disgrace to our countr.r and the 
flag that waves over it," Father 
Tihen said. "A new system is needed,

It is seldom indeed, vrritea the Lon- 
don correspondent of the (%lcago 
Tribune, that the legislature of 
a nation bring.s up for discnssio-x 
Ihe doing.'t of the newspapers of the 
land, but the present English Parlla- 
nieiit will be noted for this thing. 
When the British House of Common* 
debated on the doing of the Times, 
notably during the Crimean war, 
again iliirliig the Aiiieriean civil war, 
.iust after the battle of Mull Kun, 
and again during the I'arnell-Pigott 
affair, history was woven. Hut this 
.\ear Parliament has tack'ed more 
than one paper. There wis. first of 
all. a littl.' Irish sheet down Wexford 
way; then the London Standard came 
into the limelight, clo.sely followed 
by the Daily Mill, and now the Daily 
Ciraphic has had a turn. Unques- 
tionably the Daily Graphic case was 
the most Intereatiaf and caused the 
greatest stir. And the trouble was 
till about some pictures which Eng- 
land's only penny daily illustrated 
paper published the end of last 
month, on July 20, to be accurate. 

There have been a good many cases 
of cattle drlring and moonlighting 
of late in some of the remoter dis- 
tricts of Ireland. On the date men- 
tioned the Oraphle came out with a 
set of half pagto cuts of moonlighting 
scenes. The paper calmly announced 
that the light had been bad when 
the alleged outrages occurred, and 
that the enterprising correspondent 
had waited for better light later, and 
speciall.y |)osed the actual perpe- 
trators in the acts whicli they com- 
niitt il ami had them photographed. 
The lirltish public still takes puittej: 
seriously, and it is not recorded that 
an.v of the Daily (iraphic readers 
.smiled as tlii"> \ieweil the pictures. 
In some (|uarteis, jierhaps, the "en- 
terprise" of the paper was lauded. 
But in the House of Commons the 
pictures created a sensiition. Many 
were the questions put on the papers, 
for the ffillowiiig (lavs b.y Irish mem- 
bers, and the .Vttorney General for 
lieiaiiil, Mr. Cherry, put in an ap- 
pearance to answer them. But be 
gave little satisfaction, and still more 
questions appeared. So Mr. Cherry 
appeared for a seoond time, and ap- 
parently now haa ^uoeeeded In 
smoothbig down the wrath ot the 
Nationalists. 

He announced that he had placed 
the matter in the hands of the police. 
The Inspector General of the Royel 
Irish conStsbulary stated that the 
alleged moonlighting outrage had 
not been reported, and that it was 
scarcely possible that, if they had 
really ' occurred, the moonlighters 
would have posed for photographs. 
The .Vttorney General also said that 
there was no way to proceed against 
the correspondent or the paper; that 
the Government did not believe the 
outrages occurred, and woold drop 

the matter. 

Many of the Irish members wanted 
the correspondent imprisimed and 
proceeding-^ taken against the paper, 
lohn Itedmond. the Irish leader, 
wanted a law passed prohibiting 
papers from publishing such pic- 
tures, or in fact any picture ot any 
Irish "outrages." 

Arnold Herbert declared the corres- 
pondent ought to be arrested as an 
accessory after the taet. Swift Mc- 
Neill was anxious tor the corres- 
pondent to be prosecuted for libeling 
a whole people ss was Pettier by 
Bonaparte whan First Consul. The 
member tor Cork, Mr. Flynn, was 
sure the erents never took place. He 
told ot other pictures supposed to 
depict affairs in the County Cork, 
whic^ he swore never occurred. The 
Government was quick to see an 
opening. The Attorney General 
agreed instantly with Mr. Flynn and 
so did every one else. So it was de- 
cided that the events never occurred, 
the Irish members were once more 
happy and the incident dosed But 
Parliament's declaration praetieally 
brands the Graphic pictures as glar- 
ing fakes. In Briti.sh newspaper 
circles the whole affair has created 
a .sensation, and some merriment, 
but the British ncwspa|)ermau is 
aghast at the temerity of the corres- 
pondent in not only being present at 
the outrage during the night, but in 
corralling the moonlighters until the 
sun rose and then re-enacting the 
scene in fnuit of his camera. ^ 
This is but another Illustration of\ 
the attempts of the prejudiced Lon- 
Jon press TO bring discredit upon the 
Irish people. The foregoing shows 
how hard up they are for material 
and the low methods to which they 
resort.
